A VISIT TO EGYPT. 


A Letter fr om Rev. A. C. Wr ight, 
of Smithton. 


HE TELLS OF HIS TRAVELS. 


The Pr evalence of Choler a Did Not 
Deter the Minister fr om Pur ­ 
suing His Jour ney. 


The following letter was r eceived 
by 
F. 
L. 
Wr ight, 
cashier of the 
Smithton bank, 
fr om his br other . 
Rev. A. C. Wr ight, a missionar y in 
China, 
who is well and favor ably 
known to a lar ge number of the 
r eader s of the 
D exM ocra t: 
Dear Fr iends at Home: 


C a i r o , Egypt, Sept. 13, 
1896.— 
I am glad to say we ar c well and 
taking in all the sights we can of 
this land of the Phar oahs, 
We left Por t Said at 9 a. 
m. 
Thur sday and came by 
r ail down 
the south bank of the Suez canal as 
far as Ismalia, 
r eaching ther e at 
noon. 


We then tr aveled on southwest 
until 5:30 p. m., when we r eached 
Cair o. 
The fir st par t of the tr ip 
^ was 
thr ough 
fields 
ot 
sand and 
water , and the latter par t thr ough 
the ir r igated distr ict, wher e cotton, 
cor n and vegetables gr ew in abund­ 
ance. 


We saw var ious kinds of tr ees, 
but most of thQ date palm, which 
wer e loaded with fr uit— r ed, yellow 
and 
black. 
T he 
tr ees 
ar e fr om 
thir ty to fifty feet higii. 


Ther e wer e hundr eds of donkeys, 
water buffalo and camels car r ying 
their gr eat bur dens and wor king in 
the fields. 


The villages wer e r aostiy of mud 
houses, 
of all 
shapes, 
ugly 
and 
filthy in the extr eme, 
and the n a ­ 
tives 
dir ty 
and 
black or br own, 
many of them par tly or altogether 
naked. 


Reaching Cair o, we at once went 
to a good hotel, 
wher e we have a 
lar ge nice r oom, and, after a good 
night’s r est, we secur ed a car r iage 
and a guide 
and 
spent the day, 
sometimes * walking 
and 
going 
thr ough the bazaar s, wher e all kinds 
of goods ar e made and sold. 


When pushing thr ough some of 
the nar r ow, filthy str eets I was* r e­ 
minded of scenes in China, and we 
did net Wonder at the pr evalence of 
choler a her e. 
Some of the smells 
wer e simply shocking to our sensi­ 
tive olfactor ies. 
We visited two of the 
M oh am ­ 
medan mosques, one ver y old and 
histor ic; one 
new 
and beautiful, 
having a lar ge r oom at least 80 by 
120 feet and 50 to 75 feet high* and 
finished in alabaster . 
We view’ed the city fr om the cit 
adel, cr ossed the Nile on a boat to 
a beautiful gar den, which is said to 
be the place wher e Moses was found 
in the bullr u'ihes,but the most inter ­ 
esting of 
all was an 
hour spent 
watching the “ 
Howling Der vishes.” 
T h ey ar e ver y r eligious M oham ­ 
medans, who ever y Fr iday after noon 
meet on a lar ge platfor m under an 
ar bor of vines and pr ay— or , r ather , 
howl and gr unt and r oar and dance 
— thr owing themselves 
about in a 
fear ful manner . 
I believe it is said 
to be a wailing or pr ayer for ven ­ 
geance on account of the day (F r i­ 
day) that Mohammed was dr iven 
fr om M ecca. 
At the r ear ther e was a gr oup of 
veiled women, 
and one of 
them 
br ought her daughter , a gir l about 
fifteen, 
who was possessed of the 
devil, and to all appear ances it was 
a 
genuine 
case, 
such as was in 
Chr ist’s day. 
It was a sad sight. 
Hundr eds of veiled women ar e on 
ever y side, 
and costumes of even' 
shape and color . 
Anything woui.i 
be in style her e; >et, amid all this 
pover ty and filth ther e ar e gr and 
palaces, beautiful par ks, fine houses 
and 
hotels. 
The 
Pyr amids 
ar e 
twelve miles southwest of the city. 
We visited them yester day, star ting 
at 9 a. m. 
and stopping for two 
hour s at a ver y lar ge museum on 
the bank of the Nile, wher e thou­ 
sands of the most ancient and cu r i­ 
ous r elics ar e kept. 
VV’e saw ther e among the many 
mummies those of sever al of the 
kings. 
Rameses the Second, 
the 
Phar aoh of Moses’ lime, is still well 
pr eser ved. 
I r ecogfiized it at once 
fr om pictur es and casts I had seen 
elsewher e. 
Then on we dr ove on 
top of a dyke or levee, 
on both 
sides of which wer e lar ge accacia 
tr ees, making an ar ch over head, the 
land 
on 
either side cover ed 
for 
miles with the over flow of the Nile, 
which 
is 
quite 
high 
now. 
We 
met 
a 
gr eat 
m any' car avans 
of 
camels on the way and finally ar ­ 
r ived at the gr eat pyr amids and sat 


for a joD, but we left our guide to 
manage them. 
After dinner wc viewed the gr eat 
.stone mountain and with thr ee men 
apiece, 
two 
to 
pull and one 
to 
push, and two bo\s to car r y water , 
bottles, etc., we began the ascent of 
the lar gest one under the scor cn- 
ing Egyptian noonday sun.

day afternoon, but the person who 
went expecting to see the earth rent 
asunder by the mighty concussion 
of the moguls, who expected to see 
the hills collapse as did the walls of 
Jericho before the blast of rams' 
horns, who 
expected a veritable 
Vesuvius of wreckage to be cascaded 
from the point of contact, later to 
fall and stud the adjacent plains 
with maimed humanity, was disap­ 
pointed. 
Nothing of the kind hap­ 
pened, says 
the 
Kansas 
City 
Journal. 
Fortunately, however, few went 
with such 
expectations. 
Most of 
the sightseers, and there were acres 
of them, anticipated a rather unpre­ 
tentious spectacle, so they were not 
dissatisfied. 
The engines came to 
gether with a crash and were badly 
crippled thereby and that, after ail, 
was about all that was advertised. 
It 
was a 
few minutes after 4 
oPcIock when two locomotives,rather 
tmdersized 
and 
a 
trifle 
wheezy, 
steamed into view of the multitude 
which 
assembled 
upon the open 
about a half mile east of Merriam. 
Each, in addition to its tender,drew 
iwo box cars. 
At 4:30 the engines steamed to­ 
gether in front of the crowd and 
touched noses. 
It 
was 
a merely 
perfunctory-move, smacking of the 
etiquette of the prize ring and in­ 
tended to indicate that no enmity 
existed between them. 
Then they 
backed off for the final onslaught. 
This was the signal for the few 
intrepid souls 
who 
had gathered 
near the track to scurry back inside 
the ropes, which 
were fully 300 
yards from where 
a canvas sign 
said 
the 
collision 
would 
occur. 
As by magic every point of vantage 
outside the canvas enclosure bristled 
with the 
thrifty 
small 
boy who

admission. 
Every tree upon the hillsides was 
burdened with a human fruit. Those 
who could not climb trees crawled 
under the canvas. 
Up o p. the grand 
stand, which was made of circus 
seats rented for the occasion, ladies 
squeezed the arms of their escorts 
and said:

see it!” 
When the engines hove in sight 
from their respective cuts it was 
estimated by railroad men present 
that they were running fifteen miles 
an hour.

Cord were ( ffi- 
cers in the Christian church, and | 
the matter was cariied into the de­ 
nomination, 
Members

the affair reached a climax, 
and a stormy public session was 
held after the sermon. 
Mr. Cord 
was asked to resign his office as 
deacon. 
He made a short talk and
